THE PRIMARY 


(Editorial) 
:, 


Duty's appeal, if nothing stronger, should take a man to the pri- 


n-ary election Tuesday. It is true the call of duty is manifold. 
The 


osts field appeals urgently to the farmers. 
Business engagements pu!! 


hard on the city man. 


But it doesn't take long to cast a ballot and the primary comes only 


once a year.. We say it is patriotism which calls a man to the colors 
i-fid keeps him at the front, maybe for years, when if the call of pa- 
triotism took us oftener to the primary and general elections there 
would be less need of military camps and preparation for foreign foes. 


"Others refuse to go to the primary because they say the primary 


law is defective and allows them no chance to express their real pref- 
erences. That is true. The Ohio primary system is woefully lacking 
i)i certain vital respects and demands an overhauling. 
But that 


shouldn't keep any citizens from the polls. 


The chief fault with our primary law is that it was drafted by its 


enemies, instead of its friends. 
There was an insistent demand in 


Ohio for ten or a dozen years to get away from the old boss—controlled 
convention plan of making party nominations. When the demand be- 
came too strong to be longer denied, a law was drafted by men whose 
sympathies still clung to the old convention plan—and the result was' 
an imperfect primary law. 


It was the hoae of the bosses that the people would prefer to go 


back to the old convention plan rather than put up with th* imperfec- 
tions of the primary law. But bad as it is. the people have instinc- 
tively clung to the primary—and some day they will be rewarded for 
their patience by the amendment of the laiv in a way that will allow 
sn independent voter to express himself at the primary as freely as the 
partisan voter. 


But our suggestion to the independent voter is: 
IN THE MEAN- 


WHILE. DONT SULK. There are different degrees of candidates out 
for the several offices. Some of them are good, some bad. some in- 
different. Scn-.e of them represent your views more nearly than others. 
Go to the polls and pick out a man who comes closest to your notions 
of how a particular office should be filled. Pay that man the compli- 
ment of a vote of confidence. 


DON'T LOSE FAITH IN YOUR INSTITUTIONS. They admittedly 


?re not as good as any of us wish, but discouragement and pouting will 
surely not improve them. DIG IN AND HANG ON. If you are a mem- 
ber of a minor party and sincerely believe that certain reforms your 
bunch of people are advocating should be adopted by the whole county, 
just keep on fighting. 


That's the way chattel slavery was abolished. 
That's the way in- 


dustrial injustice and wage slavery and the liquor traffic and our un- 
democratic treatment of women will go. Four-fifths of mankind have 
heen engaged since the beginning in an effort to keep down TRUTH, 
but she bobs up serenely every so often and pull* us all up to a ne«' 
high level. 
... .And the way TRUTH w-ns is by the minority, the apparently hope- 
less minority most of the time, keeping eternally at it: by going to the 
primary—and getting licked: by going to the general election—and get- 
ting licked: by agitation and education: by gaining a few yards then 
digging in and holding the gain: but never by discouragement and sulk-

Your absence from the primary Tuesday is really not the thino 


that hurts. IT IS THE STATE OF MIND THAT INOUCES YOU TO 
STAY AWAY. In an experimental democracy, such as ours, there is no 
such thinj a* accident or luck or chance. It al! works out like a prob- 
lem in mathematics. We get ju«t the kind of government and institu- 
tions we choose. And you'll never get your kind by staying away from 
the primary, for the primary is the primer of government, good or bad.
